In order to correct any possible mis- 
understanding, we wish to make clear the 
official position of. the City Plan Com- 
mission regarding the selection of a site 
for a new fire station, by stating the fol- 
lowing facts: 


1. The City Plan Commission’s first con- 
sideration of the question of location 
of a new fire station took place when 
the Police and Fire Board through Mr. 
Leo Smith, chairman of that board’s 

' Committee on Buildings and Properties, 
requested the City Plan Commission to 
recommend to it a site for the reloca- 
tion of number five fire station. 


2. The City Plan Commission in response 
to this request directed its staff to make 
a study and prepare a recommendation. 


8. The report of the staff of the City Plan 
Commission recommended the Isbell 
Street site in preference to the Todd 
Avenue site under present conditions, 
and pointed out the need for a site later 
in the extreme southwest. This recom- 
mendation of its staff was not, and has 
not, been adopted by the City Plan 
Commission. Instead, the Commission 
sent the study report to the Police and 
Fire Board for such consideration as 
the Board might want to give to it. 
At no time thus far has the City Plan 
Commission endorsed or recommended 
the Isbell Street site. 


4, The Police and Fire Board subsequently 
recommended the Todd Avenue site to 
the City Council which, at its meeting 
on May 17, 1954, referred the recom- 
mendation-to-the City Plan Commission.

Receipt is acknowledged of your letter 
of September 10, and the accompanying 
newspaper clipping, concerning the loca- 
tion of Station No. 5. At present Mr. 
Young is in New York, and I am sorry 
that we shal] have no one available for 
eonference in Lansing. 


A review of our correspondence does not 
indicate that we have changed our opinion 
that the Mt. Hope and Todd Avenue loca- 
tion is the most favorable for this station. 


While I made no memorandum concern- 
ing the telephone conversation with a 
member of the Planning Commission, it is 
recalled that he set forth several ideas in 
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argument to change the location of the 
suggested movement of Station No. 5; 
however, because of the theoretical running 
distances to the southwest, it will readily 
be found that the location on Isbell Street 
would place several sections beyond the 
mile and a half running distance. This, 
of course, would be in addition to the 
congestion of traffic along Cedar Street. 
It is recalled that the representative of 
the Planning Board stated that there was 
a definite plan for considerable annexation 
to the southeast, and that I replied in that 
event it would probably be necessary to 
establish a station in the southeast, as well 
as in the southwest; however, nothing 
authentic has been heard regarding the 
annexation referred to.

Verifex Photo Printer in the traffic divi- 
sion on an experimental basis, 2 copy and 
sample of the work produced by the ma- 
chine is attached.

Gentlemen : 


This Committee has received a recom- 
mendation from Chief Charles Decker 
regarding the purchase of a new 85-foot 
aerial ladder truck at a cost of $37,500.00. 


When the new No. 9 Fire Station is 
completed, the only reserve ladder truck 
will be placed in service at this station. 
It is imperative to have a dependable re- 
serve ladder truck in case of failure of 
one or more of the ladder trucks in service. 
Should an accident occur to one of the 
ladder trucks in service, our department 
would be seriously hindered from providing 
full fire protection to the city. 


We recommend that the Board of Police 
and Fire Commissioners approve the pur- 
chase of a new 85-foot aerial ladder truck ; 
and that a letter of recommendation for 
the purchase of a new 85-foot aerial ladder 
truck at a cost of $37,500.00 from the 
1955-1956 fire department budget be sub- 
mitted to the Ways and Means Committee 
of the City Council so the order may be 
placed immediately for delivery in 1955.
